The 
term in the act “the year immed 
lately following” should be chang- 
ed to ‘the three years immediately 
following", it is claimed 

THE SECTION of the proposed 
act stipulates that for the purpose 
of computing taxable income, de- 
ductions may be made for business 
losses sustained in the three years 
immediately preceding, and the 
year immediately following the 
taxation year. 

The taxation committee also con- 
siders that the section which pro- 
poses that monies allocated to 
lease option or hire purchase 
agreements be not admissible as 
deductions work a hardship on 
western farmers who enter into 
this type of contract, The section is 
of great importance to the mining, 
gas and oll industries, which large- 
ly operate on a lease-option basis, 
and smaller businesses initially 
limited to such arrangements, The 
Chamber of Commerce is opposed 
to enactment of this provision 

Objection is taken also to arbi- 
powers conferred in cases 
avoidance or reduction of 
taxes had been effected on the 
treasury board and it is recom- 
mended that the section conferring 
these powers be eliminated from 
the bill. Under this section the 
treasury board could impose taxes 
which otherwise might not 
have been considered taxable 
under the act, and because of the 
ambiguity of the act the taxpayer 
would be subject to the decision of 
the board had any step been 
taken, which In the board's opin- 
lon, was evasive, 

THE TAXATION committee ex- 
pressed the opinion that clarifica- 
tion was needed on the section 
dealing with deductions allowable 
on capital cost of property and 
allowances regarding oil and gas 
wells, and points out that the ob- 
vious ambiguity in determining 
allowable amounts as capital costs, 
and amounts which would be ac- 
ceptable in respect of capital costs, 
should be clarified. 

The committee considers also that 
the allowances to shareholders for 
capital costs should be extended 
to permit allowances for deple- 
tion, particularly of timber, an im- 
portant factor in western economy, 
and other extractive industries,

A SECTION dealing with the 
basis of evaluating Inventories for

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A New Sector ? 

When oil started flowing on Tuesday 
from the Imperial Oil boring at Woodbend, a 
more than usually important step was re- 
corded in the exploration of the hidden res- 
ervoirs in this district. Geologists are report- 
ed to be divided as to whether the oil comes 
from the same pool tapped by wells in the 
Leduc sector or from an entirely different 
one. In either case the find is outstanding. 


The new well is on the north side of the 
river, three and a half miles from the most 
northerly producer in the Leduc sector. If

the oil comes from the same pool, this ex- | 


tends much farther than hitherto known. If 
an entirely new pool has been tapped, another 
sector has been added to the field, lying about 
twelve miles from the city limits, and a new 
quest is invited to find how far this may 
reach, 

The oil is said to be of the same quality 
as found in the wells south of the river, the 
gas pressure strong, and the flow of oil satis- 
factory. 

The location of the new well supports the 
accepted theory that the deposit or deposits 
tend in a north-westerly direction, and it is to 
be supposed that is the direction in which ex- 
ploratory operations will be pushed. 


A Welcome Decision 


That decision of the Supreme Court of 
Alberta dismissing a charge against the Ed- | 
monton Cosmopolitan Club of operating a lot- | 
tery unlawfully is a welcome one, 

From the first it appeared absurd to most 
people that the provisions of the law should 
be strained to make them applicable against 
a respectable and respected group of good | 
citizens interested in promoting charitable | 


enterprises, 

It is obvious that laws against games of 
chance must be comprehensive and severe, 
otherwise abuses would spring up without 
number to improverish families whose mem- 
bers were infected with the gambling fever. 

It is equally ubvious that these laws were 
never meant to be made instruments of per- 
secution. They were never intended to im: | 


pose a puritan-like restraint upon any well- 
behaved Canadian community. For it is just | 


as easy to abuse such a law as it is to abuse 
our mild gaming privileges. 

The trial judge has made it admirably 
clear just what the law will permit and what 
it will not permit. It is a fair decision, both 
legally and socially.

The strike of coal miners in Alberta and | 
British Columbia is classed as unauthorized, 
top union officials saying they did not order 
the work stoppage and were surprised when 
it happened, It is also declared to be illegal, 
by officials of the provincial trade and in- 
dustry department, the law applying in such 
situations having been disregarded. How the 
strike came about, who arranged it, and who 
gave the signal to ‘down tools” were at best 
matters of conjecture as the men left the | 
pits. | 

These of course are important questions. | 
They have to do with the whole set-up of the | 
coal producing industry in this and the 
neighboring province. The answers to them 
would show where responsibility lies, and 
what arrangements should be made to pre- 
vent another deadlock arising from the same | 
causes or through the same defects of or- | 
ganization or operating contracts, 


But the point of instant and overriding 
importance is that coal production from all 
but strip-mines is slowing down and threat- 
ening to cease, in mid-winter. Fortunately

| Mohandas Gandhi has stopped eating 


again, and says he will fast until he is con- | 


vinced that the political leaders have started 
trying to end the conflict between Pakistan 
and India for control of Kashmir, Since he 
is highly esteemed on both sides this may im- 
pe! the Hindu and Moslem chiefs to get to- 
gether and settle the Kashmir question. They 
might even agree to let the people of Kashmir 
decide the matter for themselves—a course 
which somehow does not seem to have recom. 
mended itself to either of the disputants thus 
far. 

But it is something quite different that, 
even if he should starve himself to death, this 
should bring lasting peace between the fac- 
tions, both of whom are obviously on the ag- 
gressive, There could be nothing perma- 
nent in a truce between long-standing antag- 
onists that was based on mutual esteem for 
an individual or a desire to prevent him 
taking his own life. Certainly not when that 
individual is 78 years old, frail, and in the 
nature of things must pass from the scene 
before many years. 

And the terms on which Gandhi offers to 
break his fast are not that the Hindus and 
Moslems cease their age-old race-and-creed 
feud, but simply that they stop fighting 
about Kashmir. They found plenty of things 
to fight about before the Kashmir issue arose 
—and can find plenty more after it is ended. 

The sincerity of Gandhi is not in question 
—though he has started other fasts “unto 
death” and broken them for something less 
than the price he demanded. But his method 
is much to be doubted. He would do better, 
it may be suggested, to start eating again, 
get himself a broadcasting station, and talk 
sense to the leaders to whom he is now direct- 
ing a purely personal appeal. 

Some months ago Gandhi warned the 
factions that should the British depart but 
the civil strife go on, some other “paramount 
power” would march in and restore order— 
perhaps the kind of order neither would like.
